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TROPICAL PRODUCE 
MARKET DULL. 
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FROM OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


LIVERPOOL, Saturday. 

The tropical produce market opened the 
week with a decidedly dull and heavy feeling. 
Prices sagged for the chief commodities, 
mainly on account of inactivity for the first 
few days, but gradually the fone improved, 
and, despite the fact that bnyers showed 
caution, the week winds up with prices above 
the worst. In the palm oil section importers 
showed a desire to meet consumers, but as 
ices fel! away they withdrew. What 
hand there has been has come from the 
Northern _ Continent, América and home 
consumers being only slightly interested 
Sofis on spot opened the week at £66 5s., 
with forward positions up to February-March 
ruling at 28, 6d. advance on this. Since then 
spot material has been done at £35 15s,, at 
which price there are still inquiries, and 
sellers at £36, while February-March and 
March-April have been done at £35 17s. 6d. 
and £35 15s. respectively. Hard oils have 
varied between £55 7s. 6d. and £35 13s, 9d. 
for spot material, while January-February 
has been done at £56 10s. down to £56 
17s. 6d., the latter price being still bid at 
the close. Medinms Bin been guiet, though 
January-February arrival has met with 
inquiry at £36 5s. down to £35 15s., with 
sellers asking £36 2s. 6d. at the finish. 
Imports during November totalled 35,982 tons, 
making 71,555 tons for the eleven months 
to date, a drop of 1,394 tons on imports for 
the same period last year. Liverpool’s stock 
now totals 4,094 tons, an increase of 182 
tons on the Uctober figures. Spot quotations 
are as follow :—Lagos £56 10s, to £56 15s., 
Sherbro’ £36 to £56 5s., Opobo £35 17s.

FOURWEARS’ WORK FOR 
SHIPYARDS. 

Mr. G. H. McCullough, President; of the 
Belfast and District Branch of the Society 
of Incorporated Accountants and Auditors, 
presided at the annual dinner of the branch. 

Proposing the toast of *‘ The Governor and 
Prosperity to Northern Ireland,” he said 
that he was optimistic enough to believe that 
they had weathered the storm in the indus- 
trial world. They all knew that recently one 
of their staple industries, shipbuilding, had 
got several very remunerative orders, and 
this, no doubt, would have a reflex action on 
all the industries in Belfast. He understood 
that the work which had been securéd by 
their great shipbuilding industry would aed 
their yards going for three or four years, al- 
though it would take some time to get them 
into full swing. 

A great many eminent men had spoken 
of a Foethollanins boom in industry, but per- 
sonally he did not want to see a boom. 
What they wanted was stability. The manu- 
facturer wanted to know that he could manu- 
facture at a reasonable profit, while the work- 
men would prefer to look forward to a period 
of steady and constant employment at a fair 
and reasonable wage. 

The Attorney-General (Mr, Babington), in 
responding, said they were all delighted to 
hear the optimistic words which had fallen 
from their president. There was no body of 
men who had their fingers on the pulse of 
the community to the same extent as accoun- 
tants. 

It was sometimes stated that the Northern 
administration was extravagant, but, as a 
matter of fact, the cost of administration of 
the State of Northern Ireland was less than 
the proportionate cost of the administration 
of the six county area under the old régime.

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ECONOMY IN THE 
KITCHEN. — 
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USE OF ELECTRICITY FOR 
DOMESTIC PURPOSES. 


By arrangement with the Board of Trinity 
College, Dr. Alfred Eckstrom, the eminent 
Swedish scientist, lectured to a iarge audience 
in the Members’ Hall, Royal Dublin Society, 
last Saturday afternoon, on ‘‘ The application 
of Electricity to Domestic Purposes.”  . 

The first essential for the use of electricity 
in the home was, he said, cheapness, In 
Sweden they were trying to encourage people 
to use electricity for heating water during 
the night, and not during the day, when the 
demand for current was at the peak. In 


order to exploit the possibilities of obtaining 


electric energy at a cheap rate storage devices 
were being introduced on the market, 

Electricity was certainly preferable to gas 
when it was a question of boiling water and 
cooking. With the advent. of the thermal 
storage range and the constant supply of hot 
water from the electric heater, labour in the 
kitchen underwent a great change, both in 
regard to hygiene and cleanliness as well as 
saving of labour, There was a great saving 
effected by being able to put a number oí 
different dishes into the electrically-heated 
oven, where, without any attention whatever, 
the cooking was done. A series of tests with 
an electric oven had shown that with proper 
planning of the day’s programme it was 

ssible to reduce the cook’s work in the 

itchen by three or four hours.

Mr A. A. Garrett, B.Sc., Secretary of the 
Society in London, proposed the health of the 
guests, and said that he wished this country 
every possible prosperity and happiness in 
the Néit. 

Dr. T. G. Quirke, President of the Incor- 
porated Law Society of lreland, responding, 
said that his profession had always 
accepted the present Government as estab- 
lished by the Treaty, and had given their 
best services for the development 
trade and the progress of the country.

Sefore 
H.M.S. Cape Town came to their rescue a 
rating named Drinkwater stood on the raft 
and signalled with a navigator’s coat, but 
capsized the raft and lost the coat. Another 
man, named Hughes, signalled with his 
singlet, and that also was lost in the gale. 
COMMANDER'S STORY. 

Commander W. A. Usher, who 
command, was swept rom the bridge when 
the vessel foundered. scribing his expe- 
rience, Commander Usher said :— 

“ The fury of the wind was indescribable, 
and about one o'clock on the afternoon of 
the fatal day (October 22) a series of squalls 
struck the ship on the port side with a fury 
that beggared description.

‘‘T came up part of the way and bumped 
my head, and wert down again, and eventu- 
ally came up alongside a raft, to which I 
clung. There was a lot of wreckage all 
round, and such men as I could see had hold 
of something. The raft to which I held on 
had twenty-eight men in all, and we were 
swept away in a mass of flying spray and 
foam. Unfortunately, the bottom of the raft 
got kicked out, and this entailed much 
greater effort to hold on. The experience of 
clinging to the raft for 21 hours, with only a 
problematical chance of being picked up, was, 
indeed, trying enough for the _ hardiest. 
Twelve held out till the end, when H.M.S. 
Cape Town was most thankfully sighted at 
about 10 the following day. ‘The buoyancy 
ot the raft was then small, and in another 
hour it is thought would not have supported

Tariffs and Trade. 

The Irish Free State’s trade statistics for 
October, which are published to-day, are 
far from satisfactory. Compared with the 
figures for the same month in 1925, the 
adverse trade balance has increased from 
£750,000 to £982,000. Imports from Great 
Britain are lower by about 2£500,000—a 
decline due mainly to the cessation of 
coal imports from England. With Britain 
the Free State actually has a favourable 
trade balance for the month to the value 
of over £300,000. Unhappily, this advan- 
tage is wholly nullified by a large increase 
in the adverse balance with other countries. 
Trade with Northern Ireland shows a tilt- 
ing of the balance from the Free State's 
advantage in 1925 to the Free State's dis- 
advantage in 1926. It is disappointing 
that a certain mismanagement of the fuel 
problem and the failure to prevent whole- 
sale “ profiteering ” allowed October to 
give so severe a set-back to the Free State's 
commercial progress. At the end of 
September a substantial reduction in the 
adverse trade balance was visible. For 
the first ten months of the year the 
adverse balance is reduced from £16,641,574 
to £16,161,734, and but for the loss of 
ground in October the reduction would be 
well over half a million pounds, 

The Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce has circulated a table which throws 
some light on the most vexed problem of 
the Free State's economy.

A Glut of Diamonds. 


A general stoppage in the diamond- 
cutting industry at Antwerp is expected 
to take place to-day. Masters and men 
have failed to reach agreement in a wages 
dispute, and a partial strike began last 
week. The employers are reported to have 
threatened a general ‘‘ lock-out’’ if the 
strike is not abandoned. Possibly, the 
employers are fortified in their attitude 
by the virtual glut of diamonds in the 
markets of the world, Diamond merchants 
complain that supplies have been. pro 
duced too rapidly, and that thero is 
danger of a slump, which will cheapen

The 
four great companies which control. most 
of the South African mines are seeking 
the co-operation of minor enterprises 
that deal mainly in small, alluvial stones, 
with a view to the restriction of output 
until the present glut on the markets 
is eased.

Cologne as an Air-port. 


Since April Cologne has assumed a re- 
markable pre-eminence as an air-port. 
Until that month Cologne was not open to 
international traffic by air, and the only 
aerial service was run by Imperial 
Airways between London and the Rhine. 
When the release of the city from the 
restrictions which had lasted since the 
Armistice came, the national and inter- 
national time-tables for the summer were 
virtually complete. Cologne was “ squeezed 
into the time-table at the eleventh hour.” 
Instantly, however, the city’s peculiar 
geographical advantages were manifested, 
and already—says the Cologne Corre- 
spondent of the Manchester Guardian— 
for goods traffic and incoming mails 
Cologne is the most important air terminus 
i: Germany. During the summer months, 
in the mid-day hours, a machine started 
or landed at Cologne, carrying passengers 
to or from England, France. Belgium, 
Holland and Denmark, by direct com- 
munication, and via Berlin to or from 
Poland and Russia. Essen and the Ruhr, 
until this year, were served best in 
Germany by air lines, but this year 
Cologne has handled more aerial business 
than the whole of the Ruhr. The Cologne 
aerodrome is considered to be one of the 
finest in Europe. Its main disadvantage 


is that winter fogs are prevalent from the 


Belgian side. Furthermore, it is situated 
at a considerable distance from the city. 
The success of Cologne in aviation 1s 
virtually inevitable ; for it is due to the 
intersection at this point of the highroads 
between the great nations of Western 
Europe, and of airways leading from East 
to West and from North to South. 
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LORD NORTON. 

Lord Norton died at Wellington Lodge, 
Bredon, Worcestershire, on last Saturday 
night, in his eighty-first year, after a few 
days’ illness with heart trouble. Charles 
Leigh Adderley, second Baron Norton, was 
the eldest son of the first Baron Norton and 
the Hon. Julia Anne Eliza Leigh, eldest 
daughter of the first Lord Leigh. He had 
been. Assistant. Local Government Board 
Inspector, and Private Secretary to his father 
as President of the Board of Trade. Lord 
Norton is succeeded by his son, the Hon. 
Ralph Bowyer Adderley. 


M. CLAUDE MONET, 

The death is announced at Vernon, Eure, 
of M. Claude Monet, the great painter, of the 
so-called ‘‘ Impressionist.”’ school. 

M. Claude Monet was born in Paris in 
November, 1840, and was a contemporary of 
Sisley and Pissarro. He had studied under 
Gleyre. In 1870 he visited England. 


MR. CHARLES KIRKPATRICK. 

We regiet to announce the death of Mr. 
Charles Kirkpatrick, which took place on 
last Saturday at his residence, óg Eglinton 
road, Dublin: The youngest son of the late 
Mr. William Kirkpatrick, J.P., The Her 
nitage, Mohill, County Leitrim. Mr. Kirk- 
patrick was educated at Trinity Coileze, 
Dublin, and for a great many years occupied 
the position of Registrar to the Recorder of 
Dablin at Green street. After the change in 
tiie Courts system of the Trish Free State. 
which, among other matters, did away with 
the arciert office of Recorder. Mr. Kirk- 
patrick retired on pension. An able and 
tactful official, his death will be regretted 
bv a large circle of friends, particularly 
among those members of the legal profession 
who practised in Green street, and who held 
the late Mr. Kirknatrick in very high esteem. 

THE REV. H. W. PERRIS. 

The death occurred, at Streatham, on last 
Saturday, at the age of 87, of the Rev. Henry 
Woods Perris, the well-known Non- 
conformist minister. Mr. Perris was a 
teacher in Lancashire and Derbyshire in his 
earlier days, and. afterwards took charge, 
under the patronage of the Rev. Charles 
Birrell, father of Mr. Augustine Birrell, of a 
Baptist congregation in Cheshire. Subse- 
quently he was minister of Hope street 
Church, Liverpool, the former scene of Dr 
James Martineau’s ministry. He had Uni- 
tarian congregations at Warrington, Norwich, 
Hull and London. Mr. Perris had many 
literary associations in the United States of 
America, and was a friend of Walt Whitman, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, the Longfellows, 
Whittier, and Will Carleton. Twenty-five 
years ago he was a regular speaker on Liberal 
platforms, and he held a prominent position 
in the public life of the towns in which he 
was a minister. He had written extensively 
on religious and social topics, and was an 
accomplished essayist.

Mr. Thomas Geary, Chairman of Messrs. 
Geary, Sons and Ce., Ltd., of Limerick, has 
died in the private nursing home of the 
Mater Misericordie Hospital, Dublin.

CAMPAIGN OF HATE, 
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RUSSIAN PROPAGANDA 
AGAINST BRITAIN. 


From “Tuig Trmes’’ CORRESPONDENT, 
PEKING, Sunday. 

No news has reached here from the 
Yangtze Valley to-day.° The visit of Mr. 
Miles Lampson to Hankow is not relished 
by Chinese official circles, it being sus- 
pected that, since Great Britain has shown 
no desire to give material or moral support 
to the North, there must be a wish to 
develop relations with the South. 

The South, however, continues to regard 
Britain as the chief supporter of the 
North. This belief will be hard to kill, 
especially as the Russians are using every 
available means to intensify their cam- 
paign of hatred of Great Britain. 

Left to themselves, the Southern agitators 
would soon tire of their vilification of 
Great Britain, and the Nationalist move- 
ment would have a chance: of developing 
on its own merits; but this is not exactly 
what Soviet. Russia wants. 

The Northern militarists are still actively 
organising a campaign against the South, 
and politicians are strenuously endeayour- 
ing to persuade Chang T’so-lin to. come to 
Peking and assume political control. So 
far, however, there is no outward sign of 
solidarity in the Northern camp, particu- 
larly. concerning Wu Pei-fu’s relation to 
it; indeed, there is much talk of. fighting 
his command if he resists the passage of 
the Northern troops through’ Honan. If 
such a thing be done, it will simply mean 
that the South will be reinforced by most 
of Wu Pei-fu's troops.

A fire broke out last evening at Reigate 
Priory, Surrey, the home of Earl Beatty, 
who was in residence at the time. 

The roof was considerably damaged, as 
the flames had secured a firm. hold of the 
oak beams before the arrival of the 
brigades 

The fire originated in a loft above the 
men servants’ quarters of the new wing 
shortly after seven o’clock. Three engines 
soon arrived, and all danger of the out- 
break spreading was at an end within an 
hour. . | 

A singular feature of the fire was that 
it broke out three times: It was first 
discovered at nine o'clock in the morning 
in the footman’s room,. which is imme- 
diately over the boiler house, from which 
the Priory is heated. No difficulty was 
experienced in dealing with this outbreak. 
“In the aft@rnoon there was another 
alarm, when it was found that the flooring 
of the footman’s room was on fire. Second 
Officr Legg, of the Reigate Fire Brigade, 
was sent for, and, after a short examina- 
tion, was able to deal with the situation 
by cutting away a portion of the floor, 
He left the Priory with the fire ap- 
parently extinguished. 

At 7.15, however, there was a further 
outbreak, this time more serious, when 
flames were seer. to be shooting from the 
roof the Priory extension, occupied: by 
members of the staff. The Reigate Fire 
Brigade was summoned, and came along 
with two fire engines, while a third was 
called from Redhill. : 

Prior to their arrival, members of the 
staff; under the direction of Earl Beatty. 
who was entertaining a house party, had 
used extinguishers. After the arrival of 
the fire brigade he was seen on the roof 
of the building, evidently giving orders 
to the firemen.

2 DEAD IN. BRIGHTON 
ROAD ACCLDENT.

Two members of a motoring party lost 
their lives while proceeding to Brighton in 
the fog early yesterday morning. 

The motor car was driven by Woolf 
Cohen, of Clapham Common, London,’ and 
contained his brother, Stanley Cohen; a 
sister, Annie Cohen; and. two women 
friends from the East End. 

When nearing. Joliffe Arms, at 
Merstham, Redhill, it -swung round, 
mounted the grass verge by the side of the 
frosty road, skidded, turned over, and 
burst into flames. 

The driver, getting clear, extricated his 
brother ‘Stanley, whose clothing was well 
alight, and the women were got out by a 
man living near-by, who also smothered 
the flames in which Stanley was enveloped. 
The whole party were removed to the 
hospital at Redhill, where Stanley Cohen 
and one of the women, Susan Scott, suc- 
cumbed to their injuries. 

Woolf Cohen and the remaining two 
women are in the institution, suffering 
from burns and shock. The car was 
destroyed.

DELHI, Sunday. 
The election results are _ practically 
complete, only some Punjab and Bihar 
results remaining. The most notable 
features of the elections are the Swarajist 
successes in Madras and their débdcle in 
the United Provinces and the Punjab. 
The Legislative Assembly results show 
that the Swarajists are balanced by the 
Responsivists and the Pandit Malaviyas 
Independent Congress Party, at 28 each, 
and exactly the same nuntber of Moslems 
and Europeans. : When the complete re- 
sults are received it is expected that the 
Swarajists will num>der about 37. Last 
time they were 46. 


CHANGING VIEWS. 

In editorial article The Times 
observes :--The results of the Indian elec- 
tions fully confirm the impression that 
the policy of non-co-operation, whether in 
its extreme form or in its variant of 
‘ wrecking the councils from within,” has 
lost its hold upon large sections of the 
Indian electorate. Outside Bengal, where 
an excellent organisation and Mahomedan 
divisions helped them to hold their own. 
and Madras, the official Swarajists have 
lost ground. 

In the Central Provinces, 
Swarajist majority made dyarchy unwork- 
able in 1924, they have lost half their 
strength in the Legislative Cowncil, and 
cannot obtain a majority, while some of 
their representatives are believed to have 
strong “‘Responsivist’’ leanings. Else- 
where they have been defeated heavily in 
Bombay, the centre of the “ Responsivist ' 
revolt against the official policy of wreck- 
ing, and catastrophically in the Punjab 
and the United Provinces. 

Thé ‘incomplete elections for the All- 
India. Assembly seem, so far as they have 
gone, to show the same general tendency. 
The Swarajists may still be the largest 
single party in the House, but their 
strength has declined and their chances of 
finding’ sufficient allies to justify hopes

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LLOYD GEORGE'S 
DENUNCIATION. 


“NO CASE FOR SENDING 
FLOTILLAS.” 


“The record of Western civilisation in 
China is indeed a black record, and 
foreigners there to-day are suffering from 
the results of their own greed,’’ said Mr. 
Lloyd George, speaking at Bradford last 
Saturday. 
There were those, he said, who were 
anxious to work up another war, this 
time in the Far East. The usual pre- 
liminaries were already appearing in the 
Tory Press—namely, panicky appeals for 
aid, demands for the protection of British 
interests, insistence upon British prestige, 
incitement of racial prejudices, and— 
most ominous symptom of all—the rolling 
of high-sounding phrases which always 
constituted the tocsin of war. In this case 
the phrase was: ‘‘ The defence of the 
principles of Western civilisation.’’ So 
men-of-war, aeroplanes, and all the 
mechanism of war were being hurried to 
China, and there was always the danger of 
the inevitable incidents which would pro- 
voke bloodshed. 

AW ANCIENT CIVILISATION. 
‘There are some people who say the 
Reds are inciting Chinamen to rebellion 
and outrage. Russia is for the moment 
the pariah among nations. So long as 
she is excluded from the comity of nations 
she will make herself a nuisance in order 
to show what a danger it is to exclude her, 
but that is not the real cause of the 
trouble. It is not a Communistic move. 
It is simply that the Chinese are 
struggling for the elementary and the 
fundamental] rights of every free and self- 
respecting nation. They were highly 
civilised when the ancient Britons, to 
whom I belong, were barbarians. 

“ This is an old, enlightened, and vast 
community of hard-working people, yet 
they are deprived of rights enjoyed by 
some of the smallest nations in the world, 
that only a few centuries ago emerged 
from savagery. Their ports are occupied 
by foreigners and governed by foreigners. 
They cannot raise revenue in their own 
way, but only under very narrow restric- 
tions, and their Customs are administered 
by foreigners.

UNEMPLOYMENT AND 


PRODUCTION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—Most of the speakers in the discussion 
in the Dail of November 18th appeared to be 
in some mental confusion as to the causes 
of, and the remedies for, unemployment. 
Some regard the Government as mpgicisns in 
possession of a wizard’s wand, which only 
requires to be waved to produce a general 
renewal of prosperity. Others seem to 
imagine that the establishment, by. some un- 
determined method, of new industries, would 
bring about an Irish millennium. There can 
be no doubt that our Government or any other 
Government is only too anxious to remove 
the causes..of unemployment. ..To have 
achieved the sd or of their country is an 
asset of very great value to a Government—it 
brings them votes, freedom from attack and 
‘leigure to. ‘tackle other pressing. problems. 
Nobody with a modicum of common-sense can 
doubt the Government's desire to remove the 
causes of unemployment, and, therefore, 
criticism of a destructive nature is merely 
-harmful. , !

This country is primarily an agricultural 
and food-producing country. » The genius of; 
the people is agricultural, while they haye 
in all their history shown little natural 
aptitude for industrial purstits: The first 
step in solving the unemployment problem is,,] 
therefore, to. ascertain whether the food 
production of the country 1is_ sufficient io 
maintain a reasonable standard of 
among its population. If itis found that 
there is a substantial surplus of food, then 
it is reasonable to foster industries to attract 
an industrial population, who will consume 
the exportable surplus in this country: im 
such a case only are tariffs really justifiable. 
Even. in this vase, the tariff boost to industry 
requires most judicious application. In an 
agricultural country, such as Ireland, the 
rapid growth of new industries results either 
in Jabour being.drewn from the country 
districts or in the immigration of foreigners. 
The. former sibosmatiealt? tends to diminish, 
the food: surplus; the latter is obviously 
undesirable. . 

It is also necessary to remember that, while 
a surplus of food is easily consumable, and a 
rich agricultural production means a wealthy 
and stable population, on the other hand a 
country dependent on industry is in an un. 
stable and delicate situation, The vital food 
supplies for its industrial population are de- 
pendent on its success in meeting the future 
competition of international trade. More 
particularly is this the case with small 
countries whose industries can seldom be con-. 
ducted on a large scale. Had Ireland a 
woollen, a cotton, an engineering industry, 
engaged in selling in the world markets, it 
is very clear that, even if the whole popula- 
tion of the Free State were engaged ‘therein, 
it would be a comparatively easy matter for 
the huge similar industries in the U.S.A., in 
Germany, or in England to crush the Free 
State industry, if it was found to threaten 
serious competition. 

What is the lesson for the Irish Free State? 
Every effort of the Government and of every 
citizen should be devoted in the first case to 
improving agricultural production, to making 
two blades of grass or of corn grow where one 
grew before without additional labour; to 
producing the 1,000 gallon cow and the 300 
egg hen. If it has-been proved that there is 
really an exportable surplus of food from the 
Free State, it might then not be unreasonable 
or unwise in the first case to put a protective 
duty on goods which could be, in the main, 
manufactured from raw materials produced 
in the Free State and now exported, and also 
on these raw materials. Shoes, woollen 
clothing, cow-hides and wool would be the 
first, and really almost the only, articles 
worth taxing in this way; for the Free State 
has no metallic or timber products worth 
talking about, and, in fact, is insufficiently 
afforested. As the agricultural production 
rose, and the exportable food surplus in- 
creased, other import duties might be 
gradually imposed. 

The truest indication of wealth and export- 
able food surplus is found at the dinner- 
tables of the population. In countries like 
the Argentine, Australia, Canada, food is 
abundant in every house; it is lavishly par- 
taken of and, alas! lavishly wasted. Would 
it were thus in this country!

suffered enormously on account of it. 

Perhaps I am obtuse; but I have so far 
failed to detect any sign of the imminent 
disaster that this speaker feels to be so near 
at hand. So far from attendances having 
suffered enormously, they were particularly 
good both at Newbury and at Sandown last 
week, and a jumping season has not, in my 
recollection, opened so promisingly for many 
vears. The success or failure of the Decem- 
ber sales, which begin at Newmarket to- 
morrow, should, however, tell us fairly accu- 
rately whether there is any panic among 
buyers, and one can note that Sir Hugo 
Cunliffe-Owen has not catalogued Orpheus and 
the rest of his valuable stud; and that he 
gave £10,000 for Highborn some time after 
the details of the tax were known. 

Lord Lonsdale was more reassuring. He 
made it perfectly clear that, so far from 
taking no part, as some members of’ the 
public seem to imagine, the Jockey Clu® is 
givipg the matter of the betting tax the 
closest attention. It was not, he said, their 
duty or their business to interfere with the 
legislation of the country until it was proved 
what were the real causes of success or non- 
success. But he made it perfectly clear that 
if the time came when the betting tax had 
been proved to be having an adverse effect 
on racing and breeding, then the Club 
would take action. It can be taken for 
granted, too, that if such a time arrives the 
views of the Jockey Club will be listened to 
with the closest attention by Mr. Churchill, 
or what Chancellor happens to be in office. 
ONE-SIDED BETTING TAX VIEWS. 

Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen said that he did 
not mind what was done to those gamblers 
who do not go racing and do not pay any- 
thing to the sport, and Lord Taste said 
that he would be glad to see all the betting. 
off the course taxed to a high degree. These 
are one-sided views with which the public 
most certainly will not agree. The stay-at- 
home punter, even though he is said to pay 
nothing to the upkeep of the sport, is always 
a potential racegoer. If he is taxed very 
severely he will immediately lose all interes’ 
in the game, and racecourse crowds will im- 
mediately fall away. 

The man who has a few shillings or a few 
pounds on horses daily will always go racing 
when there is a meeting convenient to him, 
on a Saturday or a holiday. If he is struck 
at the whole foundation of the racing crowd 
is Strack out, The time has long gone when 
racing could depend on the attendance of 
only rich men like Sir Hugo Cunliffe-Owen 
and a sprinkling of the professional element. 

In these days it is crowded attendances 
that make race meetings a success, “nd a 
very considerable proportion of these rov-ds 
is made up of people who have indulged in 
some mild betting, and have become +o in- 
teresting that they will seize the chance when 
it offers of coming to see the horses in “iom 
they take an interest’ run. 

It is possible that when the December Sales 
have concluded on Friday next the average 
may be smaller than we have become 
accustomed to. If this is the case it will not 
be due entirely to the betting tax, but to the 
fact that the catalogue is a good deal thinner 
than usual, and that the number of outstand- 
ingly good lots coming up is not large. It 
can be expected that the good brood mares 
will sell as well as they have been doing in 
the past few seasons. Perhaps there may 
be a falling off in the prices of the moderate 
horses in training, of which we have far too 
many. 

AMERICAN BUYERS. 

The Americans will be extensively in the 
market during the week for anything they 
like. I know of one individual who has come 
across the Atlantic to buy anything and 
everything that takes his fancy, and particu 
larly wants a high-class stallion, a commodity 
that at the moment is extremely difficult to 
find.

THE JUMPING SEASON. 

» In spite of all the gloomy prophecy, the 
jumping season has opened well. Indeed, I 
cannot recollect in the first week in December 
betier racing than we have had during the 
six days which concluded yesterday with good 
meeti at Sandown and Haydock Park. 
The neipal race at the former meeting, the 
Sandown Park Handicap Steeplechase, over 
ó miles 5, furlongs, was won by the Irish 
mare, Silver Somme, who has an interesting 
history. She is one of the late Mr. P. 
Cullinan’s breeding, and on the sale of his 
horses after hig death George Poole bought 
her for 500 guineas for Sir Albert Bowen. 
Last súmmer twelve months that gentleman 
died, and his executors suddenly decided to 
sell his two horses in training, with the result 
that Silver Somme came up, ae | and un-, 
advertised, in the middle of a Saturday’s 
racing at Alexandra Park, when Poole bought 
her for another patron for 50 guineas. 

The following winter she jumped shockingly 
Ladly and Poole was glad to let her go, after 
she had won a selling steeplechase at Ling- 
field, to Mr. Harry Liddell for 170 guineas. 
Percy Woodland, who took her over, won 
another seller with her a fortnight later and 
bought her in for 160 guineas. Since then 
she has come on out of all knowledge. She 
won 4 d open steeplechase at Nottingham 
in October, and yesterday she had some useful 
horses behind her. « She went to the front

Black Sheep won his first race over hurdles 
when, with odds of 9 to 4 laid on him, he 
took the Milburn Maiden Hurdle. Last year 
he did not seem to run too genérously, but 
yesterday no fault could. be found. with his 
performance. Duller took him into the lead 
at the start, then allowed Razor to head him, 
came again in the straight, and won by four 
lengths from Bath Chap. The race afforded 
no great test of his merit, for they were a 
moderate lot behind. him. 

Bynac was sent all the way from Ayr, with 
some profit to his connections, to run in the 
December Handicap Hurdle. He was backed 
down to 100 to 30, and was a clever winner

Bound, thanks mainly to the enterprise that 
his jockey, Dick, showed on him. 

Mr. Statford Dennis won the Bookham 
Steeplechase on Longhaul, a nice sort of six- 
year-old, by Longcroft, of whom little was 
known until he ran second to; Saunter at 
Kempton Park the other day. The connec- 
tions of Mr. Whitaker’s stable evidently 
esteemed his chance, for he was made favou- 
rite, and, jumping well throughout, he won 
by eight lengths from Kisser. 

The other steeplechase, the Pond Handi- 
cap, fell to Jack Anthony, riding splendidly 
well again this season, on Hackdene, who 
showed far too much speed for Ghent of 
Old, whom he had joined at the last fence, 
and beat easily by six lengths. “Rathcoole, 
who is now in 1. Leader's stable, refused, 
and evidently his new trainer has not suc- 
ceeded in putting any heart into him. 

DON SANCHO AND AMBERWAVE.

CANINE EXPERT'S VIEW. 


In the course of an interview on the 
origin of Alsatian dogs, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Richardson, the famous dog breeder, contends 
that the animals are not safe, and produces 
evidence to show the existence of the wolf 
strain in them. The dogs, he states, are 
“ trading under a false name.” They are 
not from Alsace at ail; they are German 
sheep dogs. 

Clan Richardson points: out that until 
1892 there were virtually no home-bred shee): 
dogs at the German shows. English collies 
predominated, and the Germans resented 
this. They started to produce a bench dog 
which was, in fact, a sheep dog bred by some 
* doggy ’’ people * in Frankfurt, In co- 
operation with some wild animal dealers. A 
wolf cross was introduced, which carried out 
the typical German idea of getting a strain 
of ferocity in them. Herr Berebel, a well- 
known German canine expert, has admitted 
that some of the dogs have been crossed with 
welves. . A dog called ‘“* Phylax von Evlav,” 
which won prizes as an “ Alsatian ” at many 
shows, was the product of a wolf cross. 

Colonel Richardson adds--'' Experience has 
proved to me that the ‘ Alsatian ' is not safe, 
ft is treacherous, and possesses the latent 
spirit of the wild animal.
